From Justin it swept northeast through 
Gerald, Denton, thence to Mingo, to Gribble 
Springs and on to Mustang. A hundred 
miles was traveled in an hour. The small 
settlements along the line of the Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas north of Denton all suf- 
fered. Elmview was lashed and then the 


village of Howe. 
Thence it struck Sherman, the thriving 
county seat of Grayson, and there the great- 


est destruction was wrought. The southwest 
end of Shermdn received the full force of 


the storm, and the city resembles “a hospi- 


tal. 

The list of dead and wotnded which ap- 
pears above is necessarily imperfect. Later 
reports will no doubt greatly augment it. 


SHERMAN, Tex., May 16.—A few minutes 
before 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon a cy- 
clone not exceeding two blocks in width, 
but carrying widespread destruction and 
death in its wake, swept through the west- 
ern half of the city, traveling almost direct- 
ly north. The approach of the terrific whirl- 
wind was announced by a deep rumbling 
noise not unlike thunder. A fierce and driv- 
ing rain accompanied it. 

The clouds were parted at the lower side, 
converging into a perfect funnel shape, 
while a seething mass of vapor rapidly re- 
volved in the rift. The air was suddenly 


filled with trees and twigs, and the down- 
pour of rain brought with it a deluge of 


mud. 

From the point where it seems to have 
first descended to where it suddenly arose 
from the ground just north of the city, it 
left terrific marks of its passage. Not a 
house in its pathway escaped; not a tree 
or shrub is left standing. The iron bridge 
on Houston street was completely wrecked 
and blown away, notwithstanding its hun- 
dred thousands of pounds of steel. 

At least fifty houses were totally wrecked. 
Most of them were small cottages, except 
in Fairview and Washington avenues, where 
the handsome residences of L. F. Ely, Capt. 
J. C. Salter, Mrs. Pat McKinney and Jam 
Falls also succumbed. The loss will reac 
at least $150,000, and ‘but little if any of it 
was covered by cyclone insurance. 


A vacant store room on the north side of 
the court plaza and another on the south 
side and the court room were transformed 
into an impromptu morgue and hospitals 
for the wounded down town, while every 
residence left standing in Fairview was 
filled with wounded. 

Hundreds of ladies responded to the call 
for help and with a score of physicians were 
soon at work. 

The cries of the injured were 
mented A agonizing shrieks of those 
who, passing from corpse to corpse, at last 
found some loved one, a husband or wife, 
son or daughter.

At the Court-house a public meeting raised 
about $3,000 for the immediate wants of the 
suffering, and the permanent relief com- 
mittee, consisting of C. H. Smith, C. B.

It is distinct- 
ly stated that donations from points outside 
of Grayson County will not be received. 
Denison has responded nobly, and nurses 
and physicjans from that city are here 
rendering great assistance. All railroads 
running into the city placed special trains 
at the disposal of the local authorities and 
brought help from all neighboring cities. 

A waterspout accompanied the cyclone 
and the creeks are all out of their ks. 
Telegraph ang telephone poles were torn up 
and driven into the ground. 

Another storm of @ similar nature passed 
about six miles west of the city at about 
the same hour. Several houses were blown 
down and many persons were injured. 

Reports from the north indicate that the 
direction ot the main cyclone which 
trough Sherman was between Denison and 
Pottsborough. The width of the storm has 
varied. It maintained a breadth of about 
150 or 200 yards through the entire county. 
Between Sherman and the river no fatali- 
ties have been reported, although there are 
unconfirmed rumors of a number of houses 
being blown down.

KILLED HIMSEL 
FOR A WOMAN. 


Suicide of W. E. Berkley, an East 
St. Leuis Book-Keeper. 


NO ONE WITNESSED THE ACT 


Berkley Went te Work Early and Was 
Found Dead by His Fellow-Clerks 
When They Arrived. 


W. E. Berkley, the bookkeepér at Elliott’s 
Frog and Switch Works, in East St. Louis, 
committed suicide Saturday morning by 
shooting himself through the brain with a 
revolver. ö ; | 

Berkley was one of the best known young 
men in East St. Louis, and had been in the 
employ of the Elliott Co. for the past 12 
years. He moved in the best circles of so- 
ety and counted his friends by the score. 

He was a single man, 41 years old. For 
the past four or five years he had made his 
home with City Comptrollér Wm. P. Did- 
lake, at 812 Summit avenue. 

According to Mr. Didlake, Berkley left 
for work at an unusually early hour on 
Saturday, but had said or done nothing that 
would lead any one to Suspect that he con- 
templated taking his life. 


From his room on Summit avenue he 
walked to the frog shops, a distance of 
about one mile. Nothing Strange was no- 
ticed in his actions. 

He was the first one to enter the office. 

About €:30 Charles Givens, a fellow clerk, 
came to work and after moving about the 
office had occasion to opensa door leading 
toa narrow flight of stairs that connected 
with the second story of the office building. 

He was horrified to find the lifeless body 
of Berkley lying in a pool of blood and a 
44-caliber revolver at his side. 

Givens at once gave the alarm and the 
workmen of the shops ran into the office, 
but nothing could be done, as it was ap- 
parent that Berkley was dead.

He is the cashier of the works and 
said that Berkley had been a model em- 
ploye, and that no motive except perhaps 
a despondency resulting from not having 
Sonn in the best of health might be consid- 
ered. 

monty Elltott, the proprietor of the works, 
spoke in the highest terms of Berkley. He 
said in the most emphatic manner that Mr. 
Berkley’s accgunts were ta good shape and 
that he had always been faithful in the 
performance of his duties. 

He also could assign no motive for the 
rash act. 


From another source it was learned that 
Berkley had for the last few months been 
rete ae | infatuated with Mrs. L. Jackiesch 
and the fact that she did not reciprocate 
his affections was assigned by some of his 
friends, as a motive for the suicide. 

Mrs. Jackiesch denied that anything more 
than an acquaintance and ordinary friend- 
ship had existed between her and the dead 
man, and said she could assign no motive. 

Mrs. Jackiesch is a most estimable lady, 
and if Mr. Beckley was infatuated with her 
she claims tha? no cause was ever given 


y her. 

Berkley at the time of his death carried 
a policy for $38,000 in the Modern Wood- 
men of America, and was a member of sev- 
eral other secret societies. He has a 
brother living in California, Kan., and a 
sister at Los Angeles, Cal. 

They were notified of the untimély end- 


ing of their brother, and the funeral ar- 


rangements will nod be made until they are 
heard from.

Cyclone’s Fury at Justin and Four 
Other Towns.

DENTON, Tex., May 16.—The cyclone 
which cut out the heart of this county and 
Grayson County, just to the northeast, 
started within a mile of Justin in this 
county. A terrific wind was experienced 
here. People were blown down, houses de- 
molished and farm buildings completely re- 
moved. 

Reports from the country districts in- 
dicate that some five persons were killed, 
most of whom were traders in Denton, 
but whose names cannot be ascertained at 
this time. The roads are impassable, and 
the small streams of due county are swollen 
beyond their banks. The town is half under 
water, and searching parties are slow in 
reporting. 

eports from Justin, Sherman and Grib- 
ble are to the effect. that $600,000 worth of 
property has been destroyed in the two 
counties. 

At Carpenter Bluff, seven miles east of 
here, the dwelling of John Devant was 
blown down and Devant’s hired hand, 
named Armour, a smal! chllg and four 
other persons received injuries m which 
they will die. 

At Justin, a small town on the Santa Fe 
Railway, W . Evane and another man 
were killed and seventeen persons were 
wounded... The most severely injured are 
Mr. Wilson, wife and children and Ed R. 
Reynolds. 

At Gribble Sprin 
persons were killed and injured. 

Mrs. Shannon, her small child and a 
young man named Hill were killed.

day, are ended. On the application of the 
Attorney-General late last night Judge 
Sherwood of the Supreme Court granted a 
writ of certiorari on Judge Dobson, com- 
manding him to certify the record in the 
case to the Supreme Court. The writ is 
made returnable on Monday, May 18. 

The writ was granted for the reason that 
Judge Dobson in the view of the Supreme 
Court exceeded his jurisdiction in entertain- 
ing the petition for the writ of habeas cor- 
pus, because the allegations in it had al- 
ready been passed upon by the Supreme 
Court. Gov. Stone, to prevent legal com- 
plications, late yesterday granted Pollard 
and Harris a reprieve to May 29, on which 
date they will hang.

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DEFIES THE PRESBYTERY. 


Hes Control of Grace Chureh 


and Will Hold It te the 


dies 


Rev. H. J. Mulholland will preach in the 
Chapel of Grace Presbyterian Church, at 
Goodfellow and Theodosia avenues, Sunday 
morning ano evening as heretofore. 

The fact that the members of Grace 
Church at a congregational meeting held 
not long since voted by a large majority 
in favor of, the removal of Mr. Mulholland, 
and the further fact that at a meeting of 
the St. Louis Presbytery the action of the 
congregation was ratified and the pastoral 
relations were officially severed, seem to 
have not had the effect of downing the ex- 
pastor, and he 1s still, apparently, master 


of the situation. 

he manner in which Rev. Mulholland 
secured his advantage is something out of 
the ordinary and was told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter by an officer of Grace Church. 


“At a congregational meeting held more 
than a year ago,” said the informant, 
“after the congregation had moved into its 
new building at Ridge and Goodfellow ave- 
nues, the trustees were authorized to sell 
the oy property and apply the proceeds 
on the debt contracted in erecting the new 
church. The property was slow sale, and 
when the new church burned last March, 
and the old chapel had not been sold, the 
meetings there were resumed. 

“I do not know that any meeting was ever | 
held and the trustees requested not to sell 
the property in question, but the reason 
for its sale was removed and no one an- 
2 that it would be sold. 

“The fact that the trustees sold it to Mr. 
Mulholland at this particular time, while 
the congregation was using it regularly and 
after all relations between Mr. Mulholland 
and the church had been severed, certainly 
looks queer, and it smacks of a Job.“ It 
is known that the trustees took sides with 
Mr. Mulholland in the controversy and it 
appears they have not dealt fairly with the 
Bi Sey neon 

“The congregation know nothing of the 
sale. They know nothing of the price, nor 
what has been done with the proceeds, We 
doubt the legality of the transfer and will 
contest it in the courts. 

“Rev. C. M. Butler had been asked to con- 
duct services Sunday for us and he ac- 
cepted. But since this sale has occurred 
we will not assemble there. We have se- 
cured a store buliding on Easton avenue 
and Mr. Butler will preach there, while Mr. 
Mulholland will hold forth at our chapel. 
We have the members and the right to force 
possession, but we are Christians and will 
not lower our dignity in a vulgar fight for 
possession. The large majority of the con- 
gregation is against Mr. Mulholland and 
nat more than twelve or fifteen persons 
will attend his Services.“ , 


A Post-Dispatch reporter called at the 
office of the Buckeye Improvement Co., 1010 
Chestnut street, of Which the Rev. Mr. Mul- 
holland is president. The ex-pastor was not 
in, but his son, Mr. L. R. ulholland, en- 
tertained the reporter till the elder Mr. Mul- 
holland arrived. The only statement of the 
younger Mr. Mulholland not concurred in 
by his father was regarding the purchase of 
the chapel. 

“The Buckeye Improvement Co. bought 
the chapel,’’ . the junior Mulholland, 
and paid therefor $1,200. That is, we as- 
sumed the $600 mortgage Held by Mr. Dono- 
van and the trustees canceled $600 of the 
debt that the church owed my father.“ 

The senior Mulholland says his son had 
no authority to make such a statement. 

„The Buckeye Improvement Co. bought 
this property to protect the creditors,’’ said 
the reverend real estate man. “The trust- 
ees have been trying to sell the property for 
more than a year, and the price we paid for 
it, $1,200, was more than they were ever of- 
fered for it. We assumed the mortgage 
and paid $600 in cash to the trustees.”’ 

Then the son’s statement of the transac- 
tion was sprung and Mr. Mulholland said 
his son, who is manager of the Buckeye 
Improvement Co., did not know of what 
he was talking. 

We paid the trustees $600 in cash,“ said 
he, “and I want to be so quoted.“ 

The reporter could not see how any of the 
creditors, save Mr. Mulholland, were being 
“protected” by the deal and so stated, 
whereupon Rev. Mulholland endeavored to 
make it clear. 


“When the Grace Church burned,” said 
he, “it was insured for $25,000 and accord- 
ing to the insurance adjusters it was worth 
$35,000. We should, therefore, have received 
the full amount of insurance. 

“At the time of the fire there was a 
$40,000 debt against the church. The J. T. 
Donevan Real Estate Co. had a claim of 
$16,000, secured by a mortgage against the 
property. The Buckeye Improvement Co. 
and myself as an individual had a $20,000 
claim against it. This was for money we 
had advanced in building the church. Be- 
sides this, there were other creditors to 
whom $4,000 was due, 

„Now, the church’s assets were the $25,- 
000 insurance, the parsonage, which cost 
$12,000, but which at a liberal valuation is 
worth not to exceed $10,000, and the chapel 

roperty, worth $1,200. Now the assets 
ack about 3.000 of equaling the liabilities, 
and I propose that the church must pay 
every dollar it owes. If it is honest it will 
do this and I will gladly yield possession. 
If it does not, I will retain possession. All 
of my acts are legal and will stand in the 
courts.” 

Rev. Mulholland was asked if he intended 
preaching in his chapel. 

“The congregation has invited me to 
preach,” he replied, “and the Buckeye Im- 
provement Co. has given me the privilege of 
using this building. I have accepted and 
will continue there so long as the congre- 
gation desires me and so long as the Buck- 
eye Improvement Co. will consent. 

“I will not preach as a Presbyterian min- 
ister subject to the St. Louls Presbytery, 
nor to the recognized Presbyterian Church, 
The Présbytery treated me ey and 1 
withdrew from it and from the Presby- 
terlan Church. 

“While I still love the Presbyterian faith 
and believe in its doctrines and expect to 
preach as I have done in the past, my 
church will be independent and non-secta- 
rian and will be governed by itself. 

I have chosen no name for my church and 
have no idea what it will be called.

Some time ago a well-known veterinary, 
a scientific member of his profession, made 
application to the Health Commissioner for 
. pointment as one of the veterinaries of 

s department. This was while the bill 
was pending in the Assembly. Dr. Starkloff 
knew the applicant to be a competent man, 
and consequently regarded him favorably 
when the time should come for such ap- 
pointment to be made. 
The inspection bill, after a hard fight, 
became a law, and a day or two afterwards 
he received a letter from the scientific vet- 
erinarian withdrawing his application. Dr. 
Starkloff thought no more of the matter un- 
til several weeks ‘afterwards he received a 
letter from a friend informing him that the 
recent applicant had gone to the Dairymen’s 
Association and laid before them a means 
for nullifying one ot the most important 
provisions of the law so inimical to them. 
The veterinarian explained to them that 
when a cow had tuberculosis a maximum 
dose of tuberculin served as a vaccination 
of the cow, and that when the Halth De- 
partment’s veterinarian came along to make 
his test the first dose would immunize the 
cow from his test and the animal would thus 
safely pass — gg 
his was just what the dairymen were 
looking for. A bargain was made with the 
expert and the cow owners could well af- 
ford to retain him at a snug fee, because 
by his method they would save the lives 
of their cows and continue to feed their 
deadl „ lacteal fluid to the peo- 
ple of St. Louis. 

This information alarmed Dr. Starkloff, 
for his scientific knowledge assured him 
that such a thing was possible. 

He refuses to give the name of the vet- 
erinarlan who had sold his knowledge to 
the dairymen, and went to work to coun- 
teract his efforts. 

Dr. Starkloff seve that he has pretty clear 
evidence that the nameless veterinarian 
has got in his work in several dairies, but 
that matters have not developed sufficient- 
ly for him to make all the facts public. 
“There are other methods,“ said Dr. 
Starkloff, “‘whereby a trained veterinarian 
can discover tuberculosis in cattle besides 
the tuberculin test, and, of course, we 
will take advantage of them. «The people 
of this city shall not suffer and ultimately 
die from diseased milk if I can prevent it, 
and I think I can.

Mr. Johnson thinks he is not doing him- 
self justice unless he puts six or eight 
hundred rats into the big wire cage in the 
shed every week. He gives them very 
good treatment when he gets them there. 
hey have plenty of room and lots to eat 
and drink, and ‘above all are furnished 
plenty of congenial society. 
“They are very clean in their habits, rats 
are,“ said Mr. Johnson at the cage. When 
they are not pitted ten and twelve deep in 
the corner there they are sitting up dress- 
ing their fur.

news gathering agency has hired Chicago 
men for the national conventions, no mat- 
ter where they were held, but the Officials 
decided, in order to save transportation and 
hotel bills, to contract with St. Loulsans 
for the June convention. 

Messrs. Thomas and Ritchie of Chicago, 
Officials of the Associated Press, came to 
this city recently to confer with Frank E. 
Nevins, official reporter of Court Room No. 
2. Mr. Nevins undertook to provide men 
to do the work and the ones whom ne has 
chosen are the Messrs. Weller, father and 
son; Mr. Mooney, Mr. Geo. K. Andrews and 
Mr. E. C. Gordon. They and Mr. Nevins 
will be under the direction of Mr. Ritchie 
in the convention hall. 

Each man will take short-hand notes of 
the proceedings for five minutes and then 
he will rush off to the transcribing room, 
while another man picks up the thread of 
the convention and makes symbols for five 
minutes. There will be six typewriters in 
the transcribing room and to them the} 
stenographers will dictate their five-minute 
„takes.“ Each stenographer will be allowed 
twenty-five minutes in which to dictate 
and when the five-minute limit is called on 
the sixth man the first one will be ready to 
take notes again. By means of letters and 
numbers there will be no confusion in the 
sheets of the typewritten reports, but they 
will be in as perfect order as if only two 
persons did the. work instead of twelve 
consecutively.

Standard refuses all orders for the far East, 
such as Japan, China, India and the East 
Indies. The merchant may bid higher than 
the quotation maintained by the sales to 
Portugal, but no inducement of any sort 
would lead the trust to sell to him. 

the ports of importance in South 
America have within the past few months 
been seized by the special agents of the 
trust. Receatly orders by exporters for 
Callao, Rio aneiro, Valparaiso, Buenos 
Ayres and Montevideo have been refused 
by the Standard company. They are now 
establishing agencies in all ports to which 
consignments of 30,000 cases or more could 
be sent at one time. The places of smaller 
importance, to which a shipment of 5,000 
cases would be a large one, the magnates 
“generously” leave to the exporter. - 


COLORADO CITY BONDS. 


Purchasers Suing the St. Louis Brokers 
Whe fold Them. 


Two peculiar sufts were filed Friday after- 
noon against Banker Louis C. Nelson and 
Broker H. M. Noel. The plaintiffs are Em- 

a M. and John M. Bell of Pittsburg, Pa., 
executors of Thompson Bell, and Horace B. 


Peck of Kalamazoo, Mich. . 

It is alleged in the petitions that the 
brokerage firm of Nelson & Noel sold to 
the plaintiffs in 1884 respectively $5,000 and 
$6,000 of the bonds of the city of Colorado, 
Mitchell County, Tex., representing them to 
be worth the full sum paid for them, which 
was par. It is alleged that defendants did 
this with intent to defraud and deceive 
plaintiffs; that they well knew that they 
were worthless, and that their issuance and 
sale were fllegal and without authority of 
law. Judgment is prayed for the full sums. 

H. M. Noel said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter: “I am so indignant about this suit 
that I can hardly explain. In 1883 thé town 
of Colorado, Tex., which was in the center 
of the large cattle trade of the State, was 
having a boom and bid fair to become a 
remarkably prosperous place. The city 
was incorporated and city bonds issued for 
the building of waterworks, the improving 
of streets and other municipal purposes. 

When the cattle interests collapsed the 
town went down. A Populist Mayor was 
elected and he, with an attorney, advised 
the people of the town that the best way 
to pay the ie bonds was to re- 
pudiate them, They advised the throwing 
up of the incorporation and quo warranto 
proceedings were at once instituted to dis- 
possess the city officials and to nullify the 
charter. 

“We employed counsel to assist in fight- 
ing these proceedings and took the cas 
to the Supreme Court. The suit was lost, 
although the place had been de facto a 
city and exercised all of the functions of a 
city for five years. 

In the decision the Supreme Court ex- 
pressed grave doubts and soon suggested 
that the law should be amended, yet the 
quo warranto proceedings were sustained 
and the charter declared void.

CLARKSON’S FIGURES. 


Thinks the Money Question Will Beat 
McKinley. 


NEW YORK, May 16.—James S. Clarkson 
of Iowa says McKinley will not be nomi- 
nated at St. Louis. Here are his figures: 


Instructed for McKinley, 384; for other 
candidates, 462; contested, 82; total, 918. He 
says McKinley will have to get 76 of the 82 
contested votes to nominate and he can't 
get them. On the money question he says: 
“Thirty-one of the States, including all 
the larger ones, except Ohio end Michigan, 
have declared unequivocally for sound 
money, and practically the gold standard.
